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Beef Order 
Starts Amid 
Loud Protest 


DiSalle Stands Pat 
Despite Warnings Of 
New Black Markets 


CHICAGO, May 21 (AP)— The 


government rode herd on the na- 
tion's beef cattle today in a pro- 
gram designed to corral prices of 
cattle on the hoof. 


The price r o l l b a c k order- 


aimed at chopping beef prices 
nearly 10 cents a pound by Oct. 1 
— went into effect yesterday. 


Immediately, there were rum- 


bles of protest — warning that th* 
order would spur black market 
operations and that it amounted 
to "confiscation". 


But Michael V. DiSalle, director 


of the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion, said the order is fair and 
necessary. He denied that there 
]• any present intention of ra- 
tioning meat and said that under 
the regulation, prices still will be 
high enough to bring meat to 
market. 


Here's what the new order 


does: 


^Requires packers to buy cattle 


at prices averaging 10 per cent 
below January levels. 


^Additional cattle price roll- 


backs of 4^' per cent Aug. 1 and 
again on Oct. 1. 


i»A rollback of retail ceilings — 


that is, butcher shop prices — four 
to five cents a pound Aug. 1 and 
another four to five cents Oct. 1. 


Whether the rollback will be 


reflected right away in the house- 
wh'e'i budget is questionable. 
But, by government figures, it 
should amount to nearly 10 cents 
a pound by Oct. 1. 


The government say* the pro- 


gram is designed to eliminate the 
•queeze on wholesale and retail 
beef price ceilings now in effect. 


But critics of the program — in 


Congress and in the meat indus- 
try challenged the merit of the 
new order. 


Spokesmen 
for cattle rais 


contend the ceiling merely shifts 
the squeeze from the packers to 
the cattle feeders. They predict it 
will end up in a big drop in beef 
production. 


In Washington, Mr. DiSalle to- 


day upheld the move to trim back 
meat prices, and told reporters: 


"This rollback is a necessary 


step toward bringing down the 
retail price of beef. If we could 
not take this necessary step when 
livestock is selling at 152 
cent of parity, I feel that

whole stabilization program would 
be wrecked. ' 


"We feel this is a fair program. 


Any program so far reaching is 
bound to take a while for the 
public to understand and is bound 
to cause some vexations and tem- 
porary inconveniences, but we 
ask everyone to take a fairminded 
approach to it.

Goods. Services 
Boom To Record 
319 Billion A Year 


WASHINGTON, May 21 .(AP) 


—The nation's output of goods 
and services boomed to an un- 
precedented $319,000,000,000 - a - 
year 
rate in the first 
three 


months of this year—up $42,006,- 
000,000 since the Korean fighting 
began. 


This was reported last night by 


the Commerce D e p a r t m e n t , 
which declared that "the funda- 
mental driving force" that pushed 
the gross national product to 
new record heights was the gov- 
ernment defense program. 


Analysis of t h e supporting 


figures showed, however, that 
some of the gain was more ap- 
parent than real. Price inflation 
has caused dollar totals to rise 
more rapidly than physical out- 
put. The $279,800,000,000 gross 
national product of 1950 amount- 
ed to only $153,000,000,000 by the 
yardstick of dollars of 1939 pur- 
chasing power. 


Defense purchases hit a rate of 


about $25,000,000,000 a y e a r , 
roughly twice as great as in the 
first half of 1950.

Senate Weighs

British Proposal Rejected 
'Pushed To Reds,'

TEHERAN, May 21 (AP)—Prime Minister Mohammed Mossa- 


degh has rejected a British proposal to arbitrate the explosive dis- 
pute over nationalization of the wealthy Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 


A government spokesman also told parliament yesterday that 


Britain and the United States are pushing Iran closer to Russia and 
a Communist revolution by op-* 
posing oil nationalization. 


The speaker, National Front 


Deputy Hossein Makki, raised the 
threat of a holy war if the Brit- 
ish use force to resist the loss of 
their big investment in the Aba- 
dan refinery and the nearby oil 
wells in southern Iran. 


The government's letter to the 


oil company, while refusing to 
arbitrate, called on the company 
to send representatives to plan 
the method of taking over the 
southern Iranian installations. It 
was the first time since Premier

Our capability of bringing 
down instant fire whenever we 
sight these people is tremendous."

Tax Now Due 
On Auto Sales 
By Individuals 


Lisbon Court Clerk's 
Office Designated To 
Collect New Revenue 


The new sales tax law covering 


auto deali between individuals 
that went into effect today puts 
the responsibility for collection on 
Court Clerk John W. Coleman'* 
office «t Lisbon. 


Tht law requires that when • 


purchaser applies for a title after 
buying a car or house trailer in 
a so-called casual sale from an- 
other Individual, the Clerk of 
Court's Office must collect the 3 
per cent tax. 


Previously, casual sales were 


exempt from sales tax. As in the 
past, dealers will collect sales 
tax at the time of purchase, af- 
fixing stamps to the title. 


The new law makes only two 


exceptions. No tax is due if a car 
changes hands by court order 
such as settlement of an estate. 


And there is no tax if the car 


passes between members of an 
immediate family, such as from 
husband to wife. However, a re- 
port must be filed with the title 
application, explaining the cir- 
cumstances. 


In all casual sales, the purchas- 


er must file a "tax return" form 
showing information on the auto 


the purchase price and the tax 
aue. it's in triplicate, one copy 
each for the state, the county and 
the purchaser. 


If an auto changed hands be- 


fore today, but the application 
for title is not made until after 
the new law is in effect, the state 
has instructed that the title will 
be issued tax free. 


Mr. Coleman said another em- 


ployee will be needed to handle 
the new collection. Records show 
non-dealer sales in --this county 
run as high as 400 a month. 


Mr. Coleman will collect the 


sales tax and use tax on out-of- 


state purchases, on all transac- 
tions when the purchaser applies 
for title. 


Exemptions still apply, he said, 


if the purchaser is the state or 
any of its political subdivisions, 
charitable or religious organiza- 
tions or the federal government.

FHA Executive 


LOS ANGELES, May 21 (AP)— 


FHA Commissioner Franklin D. 
Richards believes the long-range 
outlook for home building is "op- 
timistic".

Look At Foundation 
And Basement Walk 
For Tell-Tale Crack 


A good place to start looking 


for trouble is in the basement, if 
you have one. The fellow who 
basks on a radiant-heated slab 
and wonders where he will (tor* 
his lawn mower misses all the 
fun and mildew that w« base- 
ment dwellers enjoy. 


Check the foundation and base- 


ment floor for cracks. 
If your 


foundation 
is 
concrete 
block, 


stone or other unit masonry, look 
for cracks between joints and any 
signs of mortar being lose, crumb- 
ling, or falling out. 


Any spots or streaks of damp- 


ness mean leakage. Often minor 
leaks can be stopped from the 
inside with new waterproofing 
concrete paints. 


On the other hand, any ser- 


ious settlement crack may call 
for excavation on the outside, 
correction of the cause of settle- 
ment, filing of the crack and re- 
newal of exterior waterproofing. 


Major settlement cracks usual- 


ly occur in cases of inadequate 
footings or construction on filled- 
in land. Of course, earth trem- 
ors and expansion of clay soil 
also can crack foundations, but 
construction usually anticipates 
such hazards in affected locali-. 
ties.

Claims Freeze 
On Rent Hurts 


Says Most Investors 
Sell Out Rather Than 
Lose On Properties 


Government agencies must per- 


njlt private industry to step in 
and build additional housing in 
order to wipe out the current 
shortage of rental properties, ac- 
cording to C. W. Hendershot, 
local realtor. 


Now that rent controls have 


been extended-*six years after 
World War II—a shortage of 
rental properties continues to 
harass home seekers and prop- 
erty owners in Ohio and the na- 
tion, Mr. Hendershot remarked. 


"The most obvious solution to 


this dilemma," said Mr. Render- 
shot, "is for government agencies 
to permit private industry to step 
in and build additional housing. 
New production is the best way 
to wipe out the shortage. 


"Unless such relief 
to the 


problem is forthcoming, persons 
owning apartments and houses to 
rent will continue to dispose of 
their properties as bad invest- 
ments. This situation, of course, 
creates a more severe problem for 
the renter." 


Housing is like everything elie 


that has snowballed out of the 
consumer's reach in this period 
of inflation, Mr. Hendershot ex- 
plained. 


"It's the age-old story of a 


supply totally inadequate for the 
demand." 


At this point he referred to the 


1930 Housing Census. 


"Statistics appear to be contra- 


dictory. For instance, this report 
shows that the nation now has 23 
per cent more family dwelling 
units of all kinds (privately- 
owned homes as well as rental 
units) than we had in 1940. Yet 
the population has increased only 
14.4 per cent during the last 
decade. 


"In 1940, the average number 


of persons per household was 
more than three. In 1950, the av- 
erage number was slightly under 
three. 


"Despite the fact that 'the na- 


tion's realtors and builders have 
added 3,000,000 rental units by 
construction and conversion since 
1940, the census shows that in 
1950 there were 523,000 fewer 
rental dwellings than in 1940." 


What's the explanation? 
Mr. Hendershot said the figures 


may be disarming, but they don't 
lie. 


Ht continued: 
"Let's analyze the new build- 


ing. For one thing, more people 
own their own homes. A terrific 
amount of the new construction 
has gone for private homes. That 
has had only a negligible effect 
on the number of rental units 
available. Secondly, while fami- 
lies are smaller than they used 
to be, according to the new cen- 
sus, there are more families. 
j 


"Fifteen 
million returning 


G.I.'s created new families that 
didn't exist in 1940. Working 
girls, formerly living together in 
one apartment, each sought in- 
dividual places to rent after the 
war. The supply of housing never 
has caught up with the demand. 


"Probably the biggest monkey- 


wrench in the machinery Is the 
politically-enforced rent freeze," 
he concluded. "Rent control has 
been the major factor in driving 
over 3,000,000 rental units off the 
market in the last ten years. 
Property cannot be maintained— 
let alone, make a profit—on rents 
of $37 to $56 a month. Upkeep is 
too expensive. So, people sell 
their rental properties and retire 
from business. This process is 
continuing daily."

Bagworm's Taste 
For City Trees 
Curbed By Spray 


When June starts bustin' out 


all over, so does the bagworm in 
most sections. This prodigious 
leaf eater is most active in urban 
centers, although few communi- 
ties are really immune to his 
depredations. 


Since June is hatching time for 


the eggs, now is the time to de- 
stroy the easily recognizable 
cases hanging on trees 
and 


bushes. 


Bagworms spend most of their 


life cycle in a conspicuous case 
made of silken thread, bits of 
leaves and twigs. In feeding, they 
can completely defoliate s large 
tree and so weaken it, it will die. 


Home owners are urged to 


pluck and burn as many bagworm 
cases as are within reach. Since 
bagworms nest most frequently in 
tree tops, thin is hardly advisable 
for taller trees. Powerful spray- 
ers, utilizing arsenate of lead, 
must be employed instead. The 
insects are killed by the stomach 
poison coating the leaves on 
which they feed. 


From now through the next 


few weeks—depending upon 
weather and location—the tiny 
larvae emerge from their cases. 
Right off, they begin chewing the 
tender undersides of leaves. Each 
caterpillar starts spinning his 
own case and totes it with him

Bussian Ambassador PavVov Yer- 
shoff conferred here today with 
Dr. Walter Eytan, general direc- 
tor of the Foreign Office about 
the matter. The Soviet Union ab- 
stained in the Security Council 
vote. 


Officials said the actual coun- 


cil order has not yet arrived here.

One thing can be said for the 


soldiers of the Rok divisions— 
they lost none of their artillery 
pieces in their flight. 


The retreating troops did lose 


some equipment to the Reds and 
it had to be destroyed by Allied 
air effort. 


"The Roks fought well at first," 


said. Colonel Ladue, "but the Chi- 
nese just kept coming in waves 
and it was a case of too many 
for the Roks to handle." 


As they have done before, the 


South Korean soldiers 
passed 


from man to man the name of an 
assembly point farther 
south. 


Then they abandoned their posi- 
tions and fled. 


Some moved by road. 
Some 


headed 
for the hills. Others 


marched to the south with some 
semblance of military order. Still 
others straggled back individu- 
ally. 


From an American military 


standpoint, it was a sorry sight— 
a sight that U.S. troops have be- 
come accustomed to in Korea. 


"But you must remember," said 


Colonel Ladue, "that the Rok 
army is a very young army. It is 
coming of age slowly, but the im- 
provement is there if you look for 
it. 
Everyone of the Rok units 


hac been chewed up badly at one 
time or another and they fre- 


quently have not had time to 
train as a team before being hit 
again. 


"It would be fine of we had 


enough trained American troops 
to cover the entire front. 
We 


just don't have them and as a re- 
sult we have to use the Rok units 
with their admitted drawbacks. 
With the passage of time those 
drawbacks will become fewer. 


"And some day," Colonel Ladue 


add.ed, "we may want to leave 


Korea in their hands. W* mu 
make certain they havt bee 
properly trained."
